SAN FRANCISCO The 
JInternational Hotel 一 or rather, the 
lot where the Hotel usedto be 一 is 
once again the center of controversy， 
this time over the  zoning 
classification of the lot. The interim， 
mixed residential/commercial 
Zoning is due to expire Apr. 22 and 
could revert to a purely commercial， 
C-2, zoning. 

In an attemptto avoid this, the 工 
Hotel Block Development Citizens 
Advisory “Committee has sent 
Mayor Feinstein aletter objecting to 


a _ commercial zoning of the lot. In 
addition, SFE Supervisor Bill Maher 
has introduced a resolution to the 
Board of Supervisors to extend the 


lot's _ current residentiaMycommer-- 


cial zoning for another six months.

Well. 

Despite the growing number of 
incidents of sexual harassment on 
the job (88 percent of all working 
Women，according to one Survey)， 
Very few workers choose to report 
Such incidents or take action. Many

fear or helplessness， Meagan 
MacDonald of the commission 
explained. .

Rep. Burton Contributed 
Much to Asian Comm ty 


SAN FRANCISCO 
Congressman Phillip Burton, a long- 
time Supporter of fair immigration 
policies and civil rights issues, died 
ofaruptured artery in his abdomen 
Sunday morning. 

He collapsed at the Sir Francis 
Drake Hotel and was pronounced 
dead at St. Francis Hospital at 1:44 
am. The Democratic Congressman 
Was 50. 

INTEREST 

Betty Lim Guimaeres, an aide to 
Mayor Feinstein，recalled that she 
firstmet Burton when she was alittle 
girl. Burton was 3a personal friend of 
her uncle，Gilbert Woo，former 
editor of Cjzizese PaciFc 玫 eeK1y， 工 
remember seeing my uncle with Phil 
on Stockton St Phil came to 
Chinatown “ before _ any other 
politician even had an interest.“He 
fought hard for immigration 
Causes before it was popular or 
fashionable to do so,”she recounted. 

She saidthat Burton would be best 
remembered for the “personal 
attention he gave his friends and 
Supporters.“When Gilbert died, his 
daughters (immigration) application 
was stalled in Hong 玉 ong， Phil 
personally called over to HK to find 
out whatthe problem was andto help 
exXpedite it.” 

Burton also worked for the 
liberalization of US immigration 
laws, helping allow many Asians to 
emigrate to the US.“Phil worked 
very hard for that, remembered 
Guimaeres. 


The Congresman was also a 
strong Supporter of civil rights for all 
citizens and was an early and 
staunch Supporter of the Civil Rights 
Act and the Voting Rights Act. 
“When youtalkofcivil rights,Idont 
know of one civil rights issue he 
hasn:t backed 一 except perhaps the

HL.,”she stated.“And he didn't just 
puthis name on apiece oflegislation; 
he really worked hard to get 让

Louis Hop Lee, president of the 
Chinese American Democratic 


Club，noted that in 1979 Burton 
helped Asian Americans become 
eligible for government affirmative 
action programsS. 

“Under the Addabo Bill, Asian 
Americans weren't listed as 3 
minority group and werent 
considered eligible for affirmative 
action assistance. But Burton helped 
change _ this and brought Asian 
Americans Under the provisions of 
the bil,”Lee said. 

Wilson Chang, also amember of 
CADC, explained that Burton was 
helped with a lot of the discussions 
and details necessary to get Asian 
Americans included in affirmative 
action programs.“It was through his 
officethat we were able to getalotof 
the legwork .done，and he helped 
arrange _ meetings with the White 
House.”

In addition, noted Der, in 1964 
Burton opposed the revival of the 
House “Un-American Activities 
Committee,which had been used to 
persecute Chinese 从 mericans OFT 
anyone connected to China as 
Suspected Communists or ilegal 
aliens. 

“Burton didn't author a lot of 
bills,but he preferredto work behind 
the scenes,”observed Der.“But he 
Was Well-known for his Support for 
liberal immigration policies -and 
Strong civil rights stands.” 

The CAA director also recalled 
Burton"s work on the Supplemental 
Security JIncome Act of 1974， 
maintaining the incomes of the 
elderly and disabled, including many 
Asian Americans. 

Under state election laws，Gov. 
Deukmejian must announce within 
two weeks the date of a Special 
election to Select a Tepresentative to 
complete the remaining 21 months of 
Burton's term. Re'gistrar of Voters 
Jay Patterson Said the election will 
probably be held in June. 

Burton had made known his 
Wishes that his wife succeed him in 
office ifhe diedbefore completinghis 
term. Burton Supporters appearto be 
lining up behind Sala Burton in 
respect for the Congressman's 
Wishes.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 SF?s 
oldestpublic school will celebrate its 
130th anniversary this week. Spring 
Valley Elementary School， located 
at 1451 Jackson St., will host a short 
dramaticproduction and reception at 
10:30 am，Thursday，April 14 in 
honor of the event. 

Spring Valley has a special place 
in Chinese American history，JIn 
1884, Joseph Tape，who described 
himself as an “Americanized 
Chinaman; :tried to enroll his eight- 
year-old daughter Mamie at Spring 
Valley.

BLACK 

Chin recounted that a teacher at 
Spring Valley described the case to 
her class，without telling them the 
ancestry of the little girl “The 
teacher asked the students .what 
color they thought the girl was and 
they all said black”.” 

Students 一 and others 一 are 
usually much more aware of racism 
against blacks than racism against 
Asian Americans，the Principal 
noted.“They know who Rosa Parks 
is,butnot Mamie Tape. Theplayis a 
good waytomake them aware ofthat 
Tacism is not only a problem for 
blacks. 

“We teach 
Chinese culture 
American history， 
construction of the railroads，Bnut 
they don't always have an 
opportunity to learn particular 
cases,” she added. 

The school has come along way 
Since those days when Chinese 
Americans were barred.“Through 
the passage of time, school officials 
just allowed “ Chinese students 
to come. The law was in theirfavor.” 

STRENGTHS 

The current ethnic mix is 459%6 
Chinese American， 2096 
Vietnamese American，1796 black 
and 1296 Latin, Chin feels that the 
diverse Student body is one of the 
School s strengths. 

“The multi-cultural atmosphere 
is not only an asset, it's a necessity. 
In ouT society，no group can be 
jsolated,”asserted Chin. Nor do the 
students mind learning from others 
with varied cultural backgrounds. 

“The kids who do have problems 
always have family problems.”That 
js, if a child has racist attitudes, it ls 
almost certain that the _ attitudes 
came 全 om the parents, the principal 
explained. 

Part ofthe schools multi-cultural 
approach is a strong bilingual 
program,.“There's a lot of research 
that the bilingual programs not only 
help the students learn faster, but it 
helps them learn English faster as 
well,”Chin stated. 

DEFENDS 

She strongly defends teaching 
students in Chinese. “IThere's a 
difference “ between _ learning a 
language and learning to think,” 
Chin asserted. “In order to help 
Students think，you have to use the 
language they have the most 
conceptual development in. If it's 
Chinese, you teach them in Chinese， 
and meanwhile you teach them 
English as well.” 

Mainstreaming students from the 
bilingual programs into “regular” 
classes is not aproblemaccording to 
Chin.“Thebilingualprogram should 
be an integralpart ofthe mainstream， 
not simply a place for the child to be 
until they are all right' enough to be 
in other classes,” the principal 
declared.“It's all right to be there in 
the first place.” 

The school is promoting special 
classes for 和 fted students in the 
bilingual program.“A lot of times， 
the student who is not able to Speak 
English， but is bright， is 
Shortchanged,” Chin declared， 
noting that to be identified as gifted， 
students must pass atest given partly 
in English.“Many students pass the 
non-verbal part，but not the verbal 
part.”

A package of 33 amendments 
Was introduced into the Senate bill 
from the Department of Justice, the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service， and Senator Charles 
Mathias. The contents of these 
amendments were not known at 
press time, but according to Senator 
Simpson, they are simply technical 
amendments.” 


CHANGES

for a one=tiered System for amnesty 
with 1981 as the cutoff date. 工 his 
means that aliens who have resided 
continuously in the US since 1981 
will be eligible for permanent 
resident status withoutfirsthaving to 
go _ through a temporary resident 
status as provided in the earlier 
version of the bill. 

The people receiving permanent 
resident status will still have to wait 
four years before they are eligible to 
receive benefits such as welfare and 
Social security. “The waiting time is 
longer, but people won't have to go 
through the twor-tiered System,” 
observed Laura Chin. “With last 
years bill, tetmporary residents will 
first have to wait three years to 
become permanent residents，and 


then another few years before they 


are eligible for benefits. This years

TIhe Senate _ version of the bill 

retains the twortiered System for 

amnesty.， It .also _ eliminates the 

Present fifth preference and part of 

the second preference, issues which 


have created much concern in the 
Asian community. 

The House subcommittee also 
raised the colonial quota from 600to 
3,000. The quota, first instituted in 
1952，was _ originally designed to 
restrict the _ number of Black 
immigrants from the Caribbean, but 
is now limiting applicants from Hong 
Kong.

“This was especiallytrue during the 
Qing dynasty，I- anything was 
fantastic or irrational in Confucius， 
then they felt it had to be fake. But 
they were only trying to throw out 
what they didn't like.”

By examining ancient Chinese 
religious practices and beliefs， 
particularly the origins of ancestor 
and_ nature Worship， 了 Riegel has 
concluded that these rituals were 
hardly what one would consider 
rational. 

“People tend to think of this 
period as highly rational，neat and 
formalized，But some of the Fe18 
and Sjpam rituals were really highly 
orgiastic rituals,”he asserted.“For 
instance， with regard to ancestor 
worship, it was thought that he most 
effective Way to entice ancestors 
forth was to promise them sex. 

“Even in the Han dynasty (206 
BC to 221 AD),” he observed， 
“when there was a drought，there 
would be a mass festival of 
copulation， IThrough sympathetic 
magic，the gods Were expected to 
produce Train . 

“Confucius was clearly aware of 
many of these rituals and the rituals 
he “was promoting were these,” 
asserted Riegel. “He wasn'ttrying to 
“cleanse' them as others have tried 


to. 
SHIEFT 

One intersting aspect of the 
Confucian period (approximately 
550 BC) that Riegel s research has 
uncoveredis amajor shift in religious 
focus. “Before this period，people 
Were primarily -concerned with 
Spirits and ancestor worship; the 
emphasis was outside the individual. 
开 they were concerned with the 
livingindividual at all,itwas tomake 


thought,” 


the person .better able to 
communicate with these .Spirits. 
“But around the tme of 


Confucius,”commented the scholar， 
“people began 1locating the Spirit 
within the living individual，The 
individual became an end in itself.” 

It was this shiftthat produced the 
increased emphasis on ethics， 
morality， self-cultivation and 
human relations associated with 
Confucius,， Riegel noted. 

Riegel will also discuss burial 
practices in ancient China and the 
IConstruction of tombs. One of the 
most spectacular burial tomb is that 
of Chin Shi Huang，in Xian，and 
Riegel has some interesting ideas 
about the tomb. 

MOUNTAIN 

“It's _ clear from his .biography 
that Chin Shi Huang was a devout 
mountain Worshipper. He believed 
that mountains were the bodies of 
gods,”a belief common in ancient 
China and one that explains the 


religious 。 significance of such 
mountains as Taishan and 
Huangshan，Riegel noted. 

The asSistant professor 


recounted the story of one of Chin 
Shi Huang's travels in Southern 
China, in the Changsha region. The 
emperor was climbing a mountain 
When a fierce storm came Up, He felt 
that it was the god of the mountain 
thathad caused the storm and sought 
to punish it. So he had the entire 
mountain stripped of its trees and 
painted red, the color of criminals， 
according to legend. 

Mountain burials were Very 
significant in ancient China.“When 
people were buried in a mountain， 
they were thought to become the 
Spirit ofthe mountain. The mountain 
was the body or container of the 
Spirit 一 a Surrogate body. 

“This is why Chin Shi Huang 


wanted his tomb -to look like a 


mountain. He even had it planted 
with trees,”to make it more like a 
mountain and not to disguise it as 
Some ITesearchers have Suggested.

Daoism and its relation to 
Confucianism， ”particularly ”the 
ancient forms of breath -control， 
dietary ，Ppractices ”and 
techniques often associated with 
了 Daoism . 

“Many of these various Daoist 
eXercises Were pIObably already in 
circulation during Confucius ”day,” 
hypothesized the scholar.“But you 
can't really talk about “Daoism” 
during this period， because the 
religious sects and organizations 
didn't yet eXist.” 

MODERN 

Riegel doesn't see much relation 
between the irrational impulse in 
ancient China and the modern day 
interest in many Eastern，“non- 
rational ”religions. 

“In ancient China you can:t Say 
it's a_nihilistic_ rejection of society 
and its values, The practitionershe 
insisted,“were members of the elite 
in ancient Chinese society 一 they 
Were the repositories of Society and 
its values. 

“The rejection of the rational 
occurred because they believed in 
these Practices 一 and made it a 
religion: Magic was feltto be abetter 
way to explain the world,” the 
professor concluded,

Abound in Bound Feat 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 At the 
young age of 25 一 ("Tll be 26 in 
April”) 一 Vancouver-born Hilda 
Shum has already spent many years 
with her art. She fitnd herself equally 
comfortable with painting and 
photography. 

She has an infectious Smile that 
breaks forth frequently as she talks. 
However，it almost belies 
intensity and the energy which she 
brings to her work. 

MESSAGE 

The images in her photo piece， 
“Bound Feat,”which currently is on 
display at the Asian Resource 
Gallery in Oakland Chinatown， 
Similarly, almost deceive the viewer. 
They are Simple and clean, yet they 
carry 3 deeper message. 

“With every photo，I have a 
Pretty clear idea of what I want to 
do,” Shum observed. “Even so， 
Soimetimes it takes a long time. 
We (Shum and colla- 
borator/photographer Paul Berg) 
spent about five hours on each 
idea (for “Feat”)，Sometimes we 
WwWorked all night, and it was sz not 
Tight，sSo we'd start again the next 
day,”recalled the artist. 

Because a photo image can look 
quite different than what he naked 
eye perceives, Shum and Berg found 
themselves using a Polaroid camera 
just to give them an idea of what the 
end-product photo might look like. 

“WeusedaPolaroid to checkthe 
composition， lighting and 
symbolism,”explained Shum. “We 
started with a lot and kept taking 
things _ out until the mesSage Was 
clear. Nothing went into the photo 
unless it meant Somethinmg,， she 
StreSsed: 

CULMINATION 

FEorallits artistry, Bound Feat” 
reflects more than just that， TIhe 
pieces also represent a culmination 
of many months of Shum's research 
and introspection of herself as an 
Asian American and as a woman. 
“When I started thinking of 太 ose 
things，(the subject of) bound feet 
became perfect”as a vehicle. 

Though only a few pages and 
passages Seemed to exist on the 
topic，Shum finally found a whole 
book on the subject. In it, the author 
not only described the actual 
practice of binding feet，he also 
interviewed many men about their 
reactions，and then women whose 
own feet had been bound. 

“One section (of the book) 
talked about the “lotus lovers，” 
Thatterm, she explained, referred to 
those men who found the “lotus- 
shaped” feet a compelling sexual 
object.“They said it was erotic; they 
had nothing but good things to Say 
about them.” 

The women interviewed were 60 
to 90 years of age. For them the 
reaction was quite different，Shum 
related.“IThey talked about nothing 
but the pain of foot-binding. There 
Was no eroticism.” 

CUSTOMS 

She pointed out that the practice 
occurred only in China，where 让 t 
lasted for about 1,000 years.“Itlasted 
that length of time because of

changed the role of women,” 
asserted the artist. 

“Priorto the bound-feet era,”she 
argued， “there “were “ Pictures 
showing “ women dancing and 
participating in Sports,.. 工 here were 
Women poets before the bound-feet 
era.”

Shum commented，“women were 


confined to the house,” and 
discouraged from reading and 
writing. 


Social pressure kept the practice 
going， according to the young 
woman.“Foot-binding became the 
normn，and _ women bound their 
daughters . feet because they were 
afraid that otherwise they could not 
get married. Women at that time 
WwWere worth nothing.” 

Her photo pieces all look at 
different aspects of bound feet which 
she felt were important， Shum 
explained to 五 asYJFesk “They 
alludetotheeroticism azdthe pain.”

1 Shum，who serves as the model 
|for all the images, described one in 
which she appears as amodermn woman. 
“TI am wearing 3a _ typical black

The striking 
Symbols hold a message abonut 
contemporary “foot-binding,” 


Imaintained the artist. 
| “As modern women，we also

lamented Shum. “The racquet 
Tepresents Sports. How can we 
participate in Sports 让 we are decked 
out in clothes that can't let us be so 
mobile2” the woman demanded. 

Another statement she makes at 
the Oakland exhibit involves a more 
“abstract comparison” between 
foot-binding and ballet dancing. She 
explained that the old Chinese 
practice seems to have arisen in the 
imperial palace during the 10th 
century. Ihere， palace， dancers 
enacted a legend about a cloven- 
hoofed “deer lady”who bore 1,000 
Sons, each on 3a lotus petal. 

“Ballet is incredibly beanutiful. 
As delicate-looking as the dancer is， 
she must be strong to hold her body 
up the way She does, to Smile when 
she is in pain.”Shum added thatthe 


ballet dancer's feet， too， are 
WwWIapped. 
PUNS 
Shum， who readily admits 


enjoying the use of puns，Such as 
“bound feet/bound feat，also makes 
use of ironic humor in the piece in 
which she compares bound feet with 
pigs feet. 

Shum's photographic works are 
relatively new for her. She actually 
began with painting and drawing at 
the age of 17.“IneverthoughtTdbe 


the _ one to follow through with it 、 


(art),”recalled the artist. 


"herself as an Asian. IThis， 


“MY brother was the one in the 
family Ithought would do it. He has 
been drawing since he was Six. 工 Was 
close to him...A lot of times 工 
watched mybrotherto see the thiings 
he did.”She acknowledged that he 
and his drawings left a strong 
impression. 

Her own decision to go into art 
Was “based more on the experiences 
of growing up,”Shum remembered.

MY 
(older) sisterhad noproblems with it, 
butT was a WIeck.” 

STRUGGLED 


When asked why Her transition 


might have been So particularly 
painful， she struggled with an 
explanation about discovering her 
Sexuality， and discovering and 
experiencing relationships she had 
never fathomed as a child. 

Finally， in half-frustration， 
Shum simply stated,“Basically,， 工 
fell in love. My drawing was an 
expression of a strong emotion thatI 
could not understand!” 风 

Looking back on those first few 
drawings,， she observed that while 
the style was“naive,”there was “no 
questions in my mind about what 工 
put down on paper, The message is 
Very clear.” 

Her announcement to her family 
about what she had chosen as 3 
career was not met with too much 
surprise.“Iwas Such an oddity in the 
family. When I decided to do 
something, I pretty much said，This 
is what I am going to do ，My 
parents,” she recalled,， “did not 
really ”disapprove…Ihey ”were 
neutral at first.” 

Time and style changes may 
have helped her parents take a more 
positive reaction to their daughters 
Work， however. “了 风 hen 工 _ was 
painting or drawing,the images were 
harder for them (my Parents) to 
relate to.

The paint- 
ings were divided into 16 equal 
lots，one to his wife，one to his 
concubine, and the rest to his 14

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Hu's Political Asylum Redq. 
Affects Cultural, Sports Ties 


WASHINGTON 一 China has 
cancelled all cultural and Sports 
exchanges With the US for 1983 in 
TeSponse to the US decision to grant 
Chinese tennis star Hu Na political 
asylum. The Shanghai Museum 
exhibit，scheduled to open at the 
Asian Art Museum May 4, will not 
be affected. 

Z. L.， Yang at the Chinese 
Consulate in SF explained that the 
Shanghai exhibit，arranged through 
the SF-Shanghai Sister City 
Committee，is a city-to-city rather 
than a government-to-government 
exchange; and will be allowed to 
proceed. In addition，Yang didnit 
think that China's participation in 
Los Angeles in the 1984 Olympics 


would be affected， since the 
Chinese action cancels only 
eXxchanges in 1983. 

BLAME 


China blamed Hu”s defection on 
Taiwan Supporters in the US, as well 
asthe US government.Tomaketheir 
case for interference from Taiwan 
Supporters，Beijing noted that many 
of the statements issued by Hu were 
too sophisticated to have been 
Written by her, The 19-year-old girl 
hasn 't attended school since she was 
14 in order to practice tennis. In 
addition, her written statements were 
Said to be in the traditional Chinese 
character form，not the simplified 
characters that Hu was taught. 
China also charged that one of 
Hu's attorneys，Edward Lau，has 
done legal work for Supporters of 
Taiwan. 

China criticized the US for 
failing to protect Hu while she was 
here and for failing to more 
thoroughly investigate the 
backgrounds of those Supporting 
Hu s request for asylum.“This was 
notonlyacase ofpolitical abduction， 
but also one of political conspiracy,” 
according to the Xinhua News 
Agency. 

PERSONALLY 

The People Da criticized 
Ronald Reagan personally. “Not 
only does the imposing president of a 
greatpower wantto snatch a Chinese 
girl away from the parents who 
nurtured her， but he js even 
Volunteering to be her own foreign 
daddy ,the paper said. 


The reference to a “foreign 
daddy”referredto aremarkmadeby 
Reagan and reported by 
conservative fund raiser Richard 
Viguerie. Viguerie said that one day 
after the decision to grant asylum， 
Reagan told hm he would 
“personally adoptherbefore Iwould 
Send her back.” 

The US State Department 
characterized the Chinese move aS 
excesSsive. “We deeply regret the 
Chinese overreaction to the Hu Na 
case,” said State Dept. Spokesman 
Mark Croker. 

One extreme reaction came from 
US S$en. Barry Goldwater (了 -Ariz)， 
Who suggested thatthe US withdraw 
diplomatic recognition of China 
because of the Hu Na controversy. 

OPEN DOOR 

Chinese leader Deng 和 iao-ping 
has notedthat China will continue its 
Open-door economic ”policies， 
despite the strainedrelations withthe 
US. “China will not change its open- 
to-the-outside-world policy in its 
economic ， relations “with other 
countries, ”Deng said.

Reports of Higher 
Japanese IQ Test 
Scores Challenged 


TOKYO When “Irish 
psychologist Richard Lynn reported 
that the IQ's of Japanese students 
averaged 11 points above those of 
US students, there was concern that 
Such results did not bode well for the 
US. 

But recent re-evaliations of 
Lynn's work has led some 
researchers to conclude that there is 
no significant differences in the IQ 's 
of Japanese and US students. 

JamesR 人 .Flynn ofthe University 
of Otago in New Zealand has 
disputed Lynn's findings. He claimas 
that Lynn's results are not truly 
comparable. Comparing the Scores 


,more accurately，Flynn claims, the 


Japanese Scores are only five to 
Seven “ points higher， not  a 
statistically significant difference. 
Flynn said that the test differences 
are “hardqly a _ matter of national 
concern.” 

Flynn's conclusions that 
Significant differences do not exist 
are also Supported by a test 
conducted by the Univerity of 
Michigan's Center for Human 
Growth and Development. 

The Center administered a 
“cognitive ability”test (not an IQ 
test) to 240 first-graders and 240 
fifth-graders in Taiwan，Japan and 
the US.

“The main thingto do was to look 
for girls,” laughed Nishikawa， 
During what he calls a“leave of 
absence，the young actor went after

there.” 

Despite his Somewhat cavalier 
attitude towards Secondary 
education，Nishikawa stressed that 
he did continue his search for 
education. This time，he looked 
towards the writers workshops atthe 
Kearny Street Workshop and 
Japantown Art and Media. There,he 
developed himself as a performer 
and a wiiter. There, he also learned 
about himself and other Asians, he 
reImembered. 

His interest in_ creative writing 
led him to ateaching job at SF State 
University， This job lasted three 
years and differed substantially from 
other jobs which the artists had held 
before. 

FLEXED 

As he flexed the muscles in his 
left arm, Nishikawa described some 
of these other experiences as being 
more along the lines of “manual 
labor” He worked for a parcel 
delivery servVice, at the airport and in 
a Warehouse. 

His varied social life, education 
and jobs are Some of the sources for 
his work. Theyformthebases forthe 
different characters and styles from 
Which his poetic pieces gain their 
Vitality. From black jiveto Hawaiian 
pidgin, Nishikawa does it all. 

“Everytime - 工 write something， 
the style comes out and gets into 
different voices, And these different 
Voices,” observed the writer, “all 
have different rhythms.” 

The life of different characters， 
Voices and cities was not exactly the 
one which his parents hadenvisioned 
forhim, he admitted. They originally 
wanted him :to be a lawyer，he 
]aughed. Instead, he goes from cityto 
city performing his Fast 忆 aze show. 

FLEXIBLE 

Nishikawa has learned to be 
flexible as he has traveled across the 
country. His audiences have 
included blacks，Chicanos，French- 
speaking Japanese Canadians from 
Quebec, San Quentin prisoners and， 
of course, Asian Americans. Before 
an all-Quaker one，he had to 
eliminate all swearing and all sexual 
comments. 

“Even with the different 
audiences, ”remarked the actor，“the 
TeSponse has been great. During the 
Show, there are differences in where 
they react and how.”The Quaker 
audience gave him 3a standing 
ovation. 

One audience member, an Italian 
American，once commented that 
Fast Lane 1S Universal because 
touches on human experiences. 
Nishikawa agreed that this has been 
his intent， “Everybody has a 
grandmother; they have someone 
close who dies; they"ve been through 
awaritheywatch TV.This show,”he 


asserted， “has Something for 
eVeIyone.” 

Even the Niseis (Second- 
generation Japanese Americans) 
who at first expressed Some 


reluctance about this “Sansei”show 
have found that it strikes a common 
chord.“Sometimes at the show, they 
(Niseis) come up intears andtell me 
they can't believe how much the 
Show relates to Iseis (first-generation 
Japanese Americans) and Niseis.” 


Though fellow actor and friend 
Marc Hayashi had worked with him 
to rewrite the show for the tour， 
Nishikawa conceded that as a result 
of the tour, he has come across a few 
more changes he would like to make. 

“Ithink by touring Ihave gained 
a broader experience，Because of 
that, I would like to change certain 
things in the show to include more 
peoplein the audience.As an artist,

It is diftficult to decide 
immediately if the production value 
of the San Francisco Musical 
Stage'S version of Fower 万 PP 
%o1g is actually more offensive 
than its controverSial content. 

The musical， 
Richard Rodgers and lyrics by Oscar 
Hammerstein I, is being presented 
at the Palace of Fine Arts now 
through 4/30. Although the most 
blatantly insulting dialogues and the 
Song CHAop Se are cut, it remains 
definitely and apparentiy racist. 

HIGH SCHOOL 

On top of that, it is at best as 
professional as a typical high school 
broduction. Something must be 
terribly wrong with a show when half 
the Songs end with actors on stage 
applauding each other. 

JIn the case Of Fiomwer ru7za 
0o18, that is about all the applause 
the actors get, The Saturday evening 
performance audience，occupying 
perhaps one-fifth of the theater， 
remained Solemn and generally non- 
reSponsive throughout the_ entire 
Show， 

And since the more obviously 
racist elements of the story are 
dropped，the Sexism of the Pplot 
stands out even more Vividly. Itis a 
troublesome musical from beginning 
till end. 

Itis unfortunate that,because of 
its dated view and unhealthy 
treatment of Asian Americans，a 
Show of its standard should be taken 
Seriously。 After all，it resembles 
nothing more than a Chinatown 
basement bazaar. 

The sole Purpose of its existence 
seemas to be a justification of the 
curiosity of Some il-informed 
tourists from some Small and distant 
towWns， 

TRYING 

The first part of Fower 7V7 
So718 moves at an especially trying 
Speed- The staging is sloppy, the set 
is ugly，and the costumes are il- 
fitting and badly designed. Set in the 
San Francisco Chinatown of the 
30s，it has Grant Avenue as 
wide as Market Street，and is 


peopled by Suspicious-looking 
females “wearing “bell-bottomed 
pants. 


The best song，and the first 
emjoyable one, Do Mar7y Me, is 
not sung until abouthalf an hour into 
the show. This is followed by a 
reasonably pleasant Craptl 47ye1zze， 
backed by a group of horribly 
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with music by . 


choreographed dancers. 

Butthe worst is yet to come. The 
Second act begins with a _ dream 
sequence，which，if the producers 
had any sense Or Sense of humor at 
all, would and should be termed a 
nightmare Sequence. Since the 
actors/singers cannot dance, a group 
of dancers are employed. But they 
cannot dance either. And they dare 
call it a ballet! 

The most entertaining Scene 
Ooccurs just before intermission. As 
Cljiding THroesi My Memioree is 
sung, 3a bunch of Asian women, all 
dressed in different stereotypical 
Western female drags，parade on 
stage. FEor a brief moment, they are 
turning the Show inside out, Loud 
and campy，the Scene is clearly a 
Spoof. 

DING-Y 

Of all the actors, Emily 玫 uroda， 
Who plays the role of Mei Li, is the 
most incorrectly directed. Instead of 
being Sweet and innocent，she is a 
ding-y opportunist who is 
determined to_ capture the nearest 
available man with her artificial 
cuteneSsS. 

All the characters in 下 /omwer 
也 mu ozg are two-dimensional. 
One has no idea why they do what 
they do, nor does one care. Why do 
all three main female characters fall 
head-over-heels over Wang Ia 一 
why, he doesn't even Sing very well

OCA Donates to Chin Fund 


WASHINGION，DC. 一 The 
Organization of Chinese Americans 
donated $200 to the Vincent Chin 
Fund this week. Chin was clubbed 
to death June 19, 1982, in Detroit 
(E/W 3/30/83). The organization 
also Sent a jletter of protest to 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Charles Kaufman，who sen- 
tenced each of Chin's two Killers 
to a $3.000 fine and three years 
probation . 

“The OCA is shocked at your 
decision to _ let two men，Evans 
and Nitz, on Probation for the de- 
liberate beating to death of 
Vincent Chin,” the letter Said 
“Yonur ruling seems to place little 
weight on human life.” 

The OCA urged the judge to 
modify his sentence and order the 
two men to Serve an appropriate 
period of imprisonment ”and“to 
do 200 hours of community serTvi- 
ce to the Chinese American com- 
munity in Michigan for a period 
of one year after they are released 
from prison.” 

SENTENCE 

Though asking for a heavier 
sentence, the OCA indicated that 
it 1 “not Seeking vengeance but 
basic justice for the taking of a 
human life.” 

“Just finding them 9$93,000 for 
killing somebody is nothing,”ex- 
claimed Laura Chin， executive di- 
rector of OCA.“Iunderstand that 
he (the judge) is well regarded in 
the community and is a liberal 
judge. 工 am liberal, too, but this is 
going beyond the point.”

HONG “KONG The 
government has announced a plan to 
attach electronic devices to private 
cars in order to be able to bill them 
for driving on HK s most congested 
Streets. 

Called“electronic road pricing,” 
the plan will enable the government 


to bill private motorists for travel on 


Selected ， roadwaySs， Electronic 
recording devices will be planted in 
the roads and when a carpasses OVeT 
the devices，they will be able to 
record the owner of the car and bill 
the driver at the end of the month.
